In the Cemetery 

Many “fanciful and wnscriptural statements are 
heard in the cemetery.- An incident of this sort was 
submitted to, The Synday. School Times /for- the Hlus- 


tration Round-Table on the Easter lesson, but it. was 


not accepted. It read as follows: “A child, wandering 
through the cemetery one day, said to her mother as 
she saw the graves: ‘What are these for?? And 
the mother replied, ‘They belong to the people who 
have. gone to Heaven.’. ‘To the angels?’ asked the 
child.. ‘Yes,’ said the mother. ‘Oh, then this is where 
they left their clothes!’” _The mother and child voiced 
popular mistakes about “the people who have gone to 
Heaven.” They are not angels, who are a different 
order of spiritual beings; the “blessed dead” whose 
bodies lie in earthly graves today are redeemed by the 
blood of Christ, and lifted to heights that mere angels 
can never know. The old hymn, “I want to be an 
angel, and with the angels stand,” has perpetuated 
the child’s mistake. Further, our earthly bodies are 
not mere clothing for the spirit, nor are they to be 
abandoned forever as discarded clothing would be. 
The body is an essential part in the trinity of man, 
as is_shown by the Scriptural word: “The very God 


of peace sanctify you wholly; and I pray God your 
whole spirit and soul and body be preserved blame- 
less unto the coming of our Lord Jesus Christ” (1 
Thess, 5:23). Redemption will not be completed un- 
til the bodies of those “people who have gone to 
Heaven” are raised from the dead and reunited to 
their spirits in the miracle of the resurrection change. 
“Then [and only then] shall be brought to pass the 
saying that is written, Death is swallowed up in vic- 
tory” (1 Cor. 15:54). That is the Easter hope: the 
Lord’s return for the bodily resurrection of the blessed 
dead and the bodily change of the blessed living, “when 
this corruptible shall have put on incorruption, and this 
mortal shall have put on immortality.” A great chorus 
will arise from the cemeteries in that day, in the song 
“Thanks be to God, which giveth us the victory through 
our Lord Jesus Christ.”

The Physician’s Blood 


Since man’s first sin brought death, blood has 
been the only thing that can replace death with life. 
God taught this when he covered the guiltily naked 
man and woman in the Garden of Eden with “coats of 
skins, and clothed them,” — the blood of innocent ani- 
mals was shed to make atonement, or temporary cov- 
ering for sin. The transfusion of healthy blood into 
the body of a diseased or dying person is one of the 
commonplaces of modern surgery, and physical lives 
are now often saved by this method. But a blood 
transfusion was reported by the Associated Press last 
month which was not of the ordinary sort. A sur- 
geon operating on a woman noted that loss of blood 
was threatening to cause her death. There was not 
a moment to lose, so he directed the assisting surgeon 
to perform the operation of transfusion of blood frcm 
the operating surgeon’s arm to the patient. A quart 
of blood was given to the almost dying woman, and as 
soon as the transfusion was completed the surgeon who 
had given his blood went on with the operation. The 
news report ends with the terse sentence, “The patient 


will recover.” Here was a notable self-sacrifice in- 
deed, and a beautiful parable in present-day life of the 
sacrifice of the Great Physician, who gave his own 
blood that those who have trusted themselves to him 
might not die, but live.

Persecution in China 


_ . Christian lands probably know very little of what 
is happening in China. A letter received from a de- 
voted missionary well known to The Sunday School 
Times contains the following: “The situation in 
China is very bad. Civil war and bandits are hard on 
the people. At many places the anti-Christian move- 
ment is very strong. Missionaries and Christians have 
had to flee. Mission schools have been closed. Churches 
have been destroyed inside. Bibles and hymn books 
have been burnt by the mob. Christians have been 
forced to kneel before the idols. At some places 
preachers and Bible-women have been taken and their 
hands bound at their back, a rope was put around 
their necks, and in this way they were driven through 
the streets. Pray much for China.” Those who read 
God’s Word know that the uprising and struggle in 
China are not merely the result of a great people’s 
desire to rule their own land and be free from un- 
righteous foreign interference. This situation un- 
doubtedly exists; but we know also that “the god of 
this world” and his demonic hosts are in charge of 
China, as they are in charge of so many other parts 
of the world today, and they are directing the great 
land of Sinim for Satan’s own sinister purposes. 
Therefore there are bound to be terrible attacks upon 
Christians, because believers are members of the body 
of Christ, whom Satan hates above all others. ~Let 
us be faithfully, persistently, and prevailingly in prayer 
for God’s own in that land. So that, to paraphrase 
Paul’s words, “that in nothing they shall be ashamed, 
but that with all boldness, and always, so now also 
Christ shall be magnified in their bodies, whether it 
be by life, or by death” (Phil, 1:20). 


We Are One with the Risen Lord 


a most significant and helpful statement once 

made by that much-loved Bible scholar, the late 
Dr. Griffith Thomas, concerning the redemptive work 
of our Lord: “We must never forget that there are 
three aspects to redemption — Substitution, Represen- 
tation, and Identification. Our Lord went to the cross 
as our Substitute; he also was our Representative 
there; and he lived and died in complete Identification 
with us.” 

One, at least, who heard this truth uttered has 
thanked God for it many times. 

The eternal Son of God was definitely identified 
with us from his incarnation. During his earth-life, 
though he knew no sin, he was in a real way identified 
with our sin-cursed humanity, and in that relationship 
he observed and was obedient to all the ordinances of 
the Jewish ritual and- worship. He was “made under 
the-law”~(Gal: 4:4), and it-was fhus;-identified with 
our humanity under the curse judgment for sin, 
that he went to the cross, where, as our Substitute and 
Representative, God “laid on him the iniquity of us 
all” (Isa. 53:6). Under this condemnation of death, 
“made a curse for us” (Gal. 3:13), still our Repre- 
sentative and in perfect Identification with us, he en- 
tered the tomb, where all our hope would still lie 
buried had not God sealed for us his acceptance of 
this infinite, Substitutionary Sacrifice’ by raising his 
Son from the dead and setting him at his own right 
hand (Eph. 1:20). 

But it is just here that many fail to comprehend why 
our Lord’s physical resurrection involves, for believers, 
such transcendent consequences as Scripture plainly 
indicates. May we not glimpse something of the real 
light of truth in the fact that this wonderful, incom- 
prehensible identification: of our Lord with us involves 
‘also the identification of all true believers with him? 
The inspired apostle declares, “I have been crucified 
with Christ’ (Gal. 2: 20), and he carries the fact far-

ther in the words, “If ye then be risen with Christ” 
(Col. 3:1). So we see that not only was our salvation 
purchased by that awful death of our Substitute on 
the cross, but our life was brought by our triumphant 
Lord from the tomb. “The last Adam was made a 
life-giving spirit” (1 Cor. 15:45). Before his resur- 
rection’ he was identified with us in our sin. At and 
after the resurrection we are identified with him in 
his divine righteousness and nature. 

In the light of this we may more nearly comprehend 
the meaning of the great passage in Ephesians 1 : 18-21, 
where the Holy Spirit through Paul tells us that the 
superlative and most transcendent exhibition of “—- 
omnipotence ever given—note it was “to us-wa 
who believe’ — was evidenced in the raising of our 
Lord from the tomb and setting him at his own right 
hand. That passage reads:, “The riches of the glory 
of his inheritange in the saiuts, ; . . the exceeding great- 
ness of his er to us-ward who believe, according 
to the working of his mighty power, which he wrought 
in Christ, when he raised him from the dead, and set 
him at his own right hand in the heavenly. places, far 
above all principality, and power, and might, and do- 
minion, and every name that is named, not only in this 
world, but also in that which is to come.” 

It is usual to think here merely of the miraculous 
recovery of our Lord’s human body from the corrup- 
tion of the tomb as “the firstborn from the dead” (Col. 
1:19), and of his return to Heaven in a glorified hu- 
man body as the vindication and the fruition of His 
earthly ministry. But, in the light of our identifica- 
tion with Christ, was it not transcendently more than 
this that happened on that glad Easter morning, and 
that involved the greater output. of divine energy than 
had ever been demonstrated before? Was it not the 
fact of our being lifted with Christ, in identity with 
him, from the realm of death into the realm of life 
that involved so much? In fact was not the inconceiv- 
ably tremendous thing that God did here the very “re- 
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versal of the whole course of sin-cursed nature” in 
behalf of those in all ages, past, present, and future, 
who reposed faith in the great atoning sacrifice of 
him whose work for us was given this seal of divine 
acceptance ? 

How else can we understand this plain language: 
“But God... hath quickened us [made us alive] to- 
gether with Christ ... and hath raised us up together, 
and made us sit together in heavenly places in Christ 
Jesus”? (Eph, 2:.4-6.) Or this: “Wherefore, my 
brethren, ye also are become dead to the law by the 
body of Christ; that ye should be married to another, 
even to him who is raised from the dead, that we 
should bring forth fruit unto God’? (Rom. 7.4.) 
Truly, on that triumphant morn when our Lord 
“spoiled principalities and powers, he made a shew of 
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them openly, triumphing over them in it” (Col. 2:15), 
—his death and resurrection, — in that he took us with 
him, thereby gloriously vindicating His astounding as- 
sertion to sorrowing Martha, now so meaningful and 
comforting to us as to her: “I am the resurrection, 
and the life” (John 11:25). And so with fullest con- 
fidence and glad assurance we may sing, 


Before the throne my Surety stands, 
My name is written on His hands. 


How tremendously significant, intensely practical, 
and transcendently glorious is the fact and record, then, 
of the bodily resurrection of our Lord, to all who 
through simple, vital faith in his finished work “have 
fled for refuge to lay hold upon the hope set before 
us” (Heb, 6:18). 





The Sign of the Grave Clothes 


It 1s apparent, from the Gospel records, that one 
of the most impressive and convincing evidences that 
the body of Christ had been supernaturally raised 
from the dead was the burial clothing that had wrapped 
that body, and the position in which it was found after 
the resurrection. The Easter Sunday-school lesson 
this year is from Matthew 28, which does not mention 
the grave clothes, but tells us of the word of the angel 
to the women, “Come, see the place where the Lord lay” 
(Matt. 28:6). The angel had just told them that the 
Lord Jesus “is not here: for he is risen, as he said.” 
Then, as proof of the resurrection which would be 
unanswerable, he invited them to see something within 
the tomb. 

‘Lhis subject has been discussed here many times 
during the years; and as a fresh contribution to the 
subject the Times now gives an article written by the 
Editor for’ The Toronto Globe last Easter, and pub- 
lished in that newspaper. Since the death of Dr. W. H. 
Griffith Thomas the Editor of The Sunday School 
Times has been writing on the Sunday-school lesson 
each week for The Globe. Last spring the Easter 
\lesson was from John 20, with its prominent mention 
of the linen grave clothes of the Lord and the con- 
vincing impression they made upon Peter and John, 
who “saw, and believed.” 

A reader of The Globe questioned Mr. Trumbull’s 
statement; hence the fuller explanation given in the 
artic.e here reprinted, which The Globe published as 
a signed letter on its editorial page: 


To the Editor of The Globe: One of your readers 
has criticized my statement in a recent Sunday-school 
lesson in The Globe, concerning the convincing char- 
acter of the evidence of our Lord’s resurrection, fur- 
nished by the sight that greeted the eyes of Peter and 
John when they entered the empty tomb. My lesson 
artic.e stated that “the account in John 20 plainly inti- 
mates that they saw the grave clothes and the head 
napkin, in which Christ’s body had been wrapped, ly- 
ing undisturbed like a collapsed chrysalis, and showing 
that his glorified body, in the instant of resurrection, 
had passed directly through the linen wrappings, as 
the risen Lord that evening passed through closed doors 
to-:join his disciples.” ; 

Your reader says there is no confirmation of this 
in the Bible, and calls it an “unusual description.” 


Tue TESTIMONY OF BiBLE STUDENTS 


Doubtless he and others may be interested to know 
that for more than a generation past many sound Bible 
students have held the view that I expressed. It is 
met with so frequently and found so widely in exposi- 
tions of the resurrection narratives in the Gospels that 
it can hardly be called unusual or “incapable of veri- 
fication.” 

One of the first Bible expositors of recognized stand- 
ing to call attention to this view was a late Master of 
Trinity Hall, Cambridge, the Rey, Henry Latham, 
M.A., in his now classic volumé, “The Risen Mastery,” 
This book of almost 500 pages, which has passed 
through several editions, is a work of reverent spir- 
itual scholarship worthy of the careful study of be- 
hievers in the old faith and the “exquisite accuracy” of 
the inspired Word of God. Mr. Latham credits a 
still earlier British Bible student, the Rev. Arthur 
Beard, formerly Chaplain of King’s College, wita hav- 
ing first given him the teaching that he later elab- 
orated. Mr. Beard’s pamphlet was called “The Par- 
able of the Grave Clothes.” 

It must be remembered that the account in John 20 
lays great emphasis on the fact that what Peter and 
John saw in the tomb convinced them of a resurrec- 
tion. Merely to have seen the abandoned grave clothes 
there, taken off from the body and folded up by human 
hands, would net have been impressive to the. disciples. 
But what they did see was so extraordinary that they 
were convinced, not that the body had been removed 
by human friends or enemies, but that it had been 
supernaturally raised from the dead. Before this “they 
kne ¥ not the scripture, that he must rise again from 





the dead,” but now they “saw [something] and be- 
lieved.” 

Latham writes: “There lie the clothes —they are 
fallen a little together, but are still wrapped fold over 
fold, and no grain of spice is displaced. The napkin, 
too, is lying on the low step which serves as a pillow 
for the head of the corpse; it is twisted into a sort 
of ring, and is all by itself. The very quietude of 
the scene makes it seem to have something to say... . 
What it says I make out to be this: ‘All that was 
Jesus of Nazareth has suffered its change and is gone. 
We—grave clothes and spices and napkin — belong 
to the earth and remain,’ ” 

“Neither in St. John’s Gospel, nor in any of the 
others, is it said that any spices were seen in the tomb. 
This makes a significant feature. My contention is 
that the spice lay between the folds of the linen wrap- 
pers. That the amount of spice named by St. John 
as brought by Nicodemus for the preparation of the 
body ‘for’ the tomb is extremely large has been com- 
monly noticed: the quantity; however, is of less im- 
portance to me than the fact, which seems to be estab- 
lished by the best authcrities, that the spices were dry, 
and would, therefore, fall to the ground in a heap if 
the body were placed in an erect posture, or the cere- 
ments were removed. A quantity that weighed a hun- 
dred pounds would be conspicuous by its bulk.” 


Way Empnasize “Lyne”? 

Latham calls attention to the emphasis in the text on 
the word “lying” used with the grave clothes; they 
“saw the linen clothes lying.” “Why should he (John) 
say ‘lying’? If there had been nothing remarkable in 
their position it would have been enough to say that 
he saw the linen clothes. Not only, however, does he 
use the word ‘lying,’ but that answering to it in the 
Greek is as emphati¢ as position can possibly make it. 
There must have been something in the disposition of 
the clothes which struck him as different from what 
he would have expected, and this is what he means to 
express by introducing the word ‘lying,’ and laying 
the emphasis upon it.” 

Concerning the head-napkin “not lying with the linen 
clothes, but wrapped together in a place by itself,” 
your critic says that the Revised Version rendering, 
“rolled,” “does not tally with this remarkable ‘col- 
lapsed chrysalis’ description in any way.” But why 
not? Mr. Latham calls attention to the Oriental cus- 
tom of wrapping a dead body in such 2 way that the 
face, the neck and the upper surface of the shoulders 
are bare; in the case of an Oriental funeral procession 
that he witnessed, “between the grave clothes and 
the cloth that enveloped the crown of the head, and 
which was a foot or more off, the body was wholly 
uncovered.” 

Latham continues: “If this body that I see on the 
bier were quietly to exhale into space, we should have 
the grave clothes lying flat on the bier, and that ’ker- 
chief, which, is now twisted turban fashion round the 
head, would be left by itself a feot or more away 
from the body; the very sight would be presented 
which, we are told, was witnessed at the Lord’s tomb,” 
This agrees with the renderings in both the Authorized 
and the Revised Versions, that- the napkin was “wrap- 
ped together,” or “rolled up,” by itself. In either 
rendering? it retained the form it had had as the super- 
natural resurrection body of our Lord passed through 
the undisturbed clothes and through the closed stone 
door of the tomb. 

This interpretation harmonizes with all that we 
know of the supernatural properties of the resurrec- 
tion body as described in the Gospels and in 1r Cor- 
inthians. 15. It is 2 sound principle to interpret Scrip- 
ture in such a way as to agree with other Scripture. 

Latham’s book studies the. Scriptural evidence so 
patiently and painstakingly and thoroughly as to con- 
vince the most skeptical. May I mention just one 
other striking suggestion he makes? 

“T find, in the open tomb, with the grave bands ly- 
ing undisturbed, a Sign to the people of Jerusalem. 
Such a sign, it seems to me, would fitly form a clesing

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Do Christian People Know 
What the Theater Is? 








AST month the Associated Press told news- 

paper readers of the completed organization 

of the Church and Drama Association, whgse 

purpose is to improve the tone of stage produc- 
tion in New York. 


The newly elected president of this associa- 
tion is Dr. S. Parkes Cadman, head of the Fed- 
eral Council of the Churches of Christ in Amer- 
ica. Vice-presidents include Father Francis P. 
Dutfy, Bishop Manning, President. Cyrus Adler 
of the Jewish Theological Seminary, and Pro- 
fessor Phelps of Yale. On the Board of Di- 
rectors are Bruce Barton, author of “The Man 
Nobody Knows”; Will H. Hayes, Presbyterian 
elder and President of the Motion Picture Pro- 
ducers and Distributors of America; John A: 
Marquis, D.D., General Secretary of the Board 
of National Missions of the Presbyterian 
Church; Daniel A. Poling, D.D., President of 
the United Society of Christian Endeavor; Pro- 
fessor Luther A. Weigle, of the International 
Council of Religious Education; and Dr.. Cor- 
nelius Woelfkin, the well-known Baptist pastor. 
The board includes also, of course, well-known 
theatrical names. 


Will this new association make the stage a 
worthier institution? Those who know the stage 
intimately must wonder how such a question, 
and such an effort as this, could seriously be 
offered. 


Next week’s issue of The Sunday School 
Times will contain the first of a notable series of 
articles by a young actor,—but no longer an 
actor. He left the stage after an exceptionally 
successful experience there, and he is now study- 
ing for the ministry in one of the most con- 
servative theological seminaries in America. 


Speaking at the Monday prayer-meeting in 
The Sunday School Times office recently, he 
said he believed that “the Christian has no place 
on either side of the footlights.” In his 
articles in the Times he will tell why. He was 
never interested in anything but the drama at 
its best; yet he is convinced that the highest 
types of theatrical life are too low for the Chris- 
tian to go. 


He will tell how he began in school and col- 
lege theatricals and how, in spite of a Christian 
home and a minister father, he became increas- 
ingly rationalistic, until “metaphysical and emo- 
tional paganism” described his state of mind.

ede left a widow some fourteen years ago, with 
six young children to raise and educate, and with the 
care of an afflicted brother. We had little means 
aside from what came in by our united efforts.

“Whether I shall visit you and the dear people there, 
or even see my home, only God knows. I am perfectly 
peaceful in my mind. I used to be afraid of dying, 
but not any more, If it is best that I have an opera- 
tion, I am ready.” 

She has acquired an amusing facility for American 
joking. Of the friend’ who sponsored her trip to 
America she says: “I hope all good friends do not 
say L—— picked up a Chinese lemon instead of a 
peach, a little good-for-nothing. It is too bad. I 
cannot help it.” 

Of my own father’s recent death she says, “He is 
with my dear father and my grandmother and many 
others, and if God wills I shall soon be there, too.”

OME years ago I found among my sainted mother’s 
papers the enclosed copy of a letter by the Rev. 
Edward Payson to his sister. It has seemed to me that 
such a testimony should not be shut away among pri- 
vate papers, therefore am sending the copy to you. 

Dr. Payson was a valued pastor of “Second Church” 
in Portland, Me. (I think Congregational, but of this 
I am not sure.) I know he was highly esteemed by 
my mother. She named one of my brothers for him, 
and owned two volumes of his sermons, published in 
1831 and 1832, 

“Dear Sister—Were I to adopt the figurative lan- 
guage of Bunyan, I might date this letter from the 
land of Beulah, in which for several weeks I have 
been a happy inhabitant. The celestial city is full in 
my view. Its glories beam upon me, its breezes fan 
me; its odors are wafted to me; its sound strikes 
upon my ears, and its spirit is breathed into my heart, 
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Nothing separates me from it but the river of Death, 
which now appears but as an insignificant rill, that 
may be crossed at a single step, whenever God shall 
give permission. ; 
“The Son of Righteousness has been gradually draw- 
ing nearer .and nearer, appearing larger and brighter 
as he approached, and now he fills the whole hemi- 
sphere, pouring forth a flood of glory in which I seem 
to float, like an insect in the beams of the sun, exalt- 
ing yet almost trembling while I gaze on this exces- 
sive brightness and wondering with unutterable wonder 
why God should deign thus to shine upon a sinful 
worm. A single heart, and single tongue seem alto- 
gether inadequate to my wants. I want a whole heart 
for every separate emotion and a whole tongue to ex- 
press that emotion, 
* “But why do I speak thus of myself and my feel- 
ings? Why not speak only of our God and Redeemer? 
Is it because I know not what to say? When I would 
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speak of them my words are all swallowed up. I can 
only tell you of the effects their presence produces; 
and even of these I can tell you but very little. 

“CQ my Sister, my Sister! Could you but know 
what awaits the Christian, could you know only as 
much as I know, you could not refrain from rejoic- 
ing, and even leaping for joy. Labors, trials, troubles, 
would be nothing. You would. rejoice in afflictions 
and glory in tribulations; and like Paul and Silas 
sing God’s praises in the darkest night and in the 
deepest dungeon. You have known a little of my trials 
and conflicts, and know that they have been neither 
few nor small; and I hope this glorious termination of 
them will serve to strengthen your faith and elevate 
your hope. j 

“Arid now, my dear Sister, my dear, dear Sister, 
farewell. Hold on your Christian course but a few 
days longer and you will meet in Heaven your happy 
and affectionate brother.”

Easter Worship in Winston-Salem

when my train pulled into Winston-Salem, —a 

rainy Good Friday afternoon. 

All the way from Wilmington to Winston-Salem 
signs of spring had greeted me,” Spring was not 
merely on its way, as in the North, it was already 
there in exquisitely dainty green attire, while blos- 
soms, white, pink, and a shade like the ripe water- 
melon, hung in profusion on the trees. A blur of yel- 
low greeted me now and then, a blur I was soon to 
know as columbine. The whole effect was one of 
thrilling loveliness, 

Colored and white taxi drivers sought me for a fare, 
and in short order I was transported to the Robert E. 
Lee Hotel where I had a reservation. It seemed what 
the children call “too good to be true” that I was 
actually there in Winston-Salem, and would be there 
over Easter Sunday. 

May | pause here for a moment to say a word about 
the Moravian Church? ‘The Moravian Church has 
been established as a Protestant Evangelical Church 
since 1457. Ever since her organization she has been 
an actively missionary church, beginning her foreign 
work sixty years before ‘the Baptists in England and 
seventy-eight years before the Congregationalists in 
America. 

Theologically this church stands for the inspiration 
of the Bible, the recognition of a triune God, Jesus 
Christ as the only Saviour of mankind, the necessity 
of regeneration through faith in Jesus ‘Christ, the 
headship of the risen Christ over his Church, and his 

resence in the individual heart and life of his fol- 
owers. They believe it the right and privilege of 
every sincere believer to use the means of grace that 
God has provided; they believe in the essential unity 
of all believers in Christ Jesus; and they believe in 
the coming of our Lord in glory. 

In addition to the theological convictions stated 
above, this church observes in a most reverent and 
interesting fashion the great church festivals: Christ- 
mas, Good Friday, and Easter, and indeed the whole of 
Passion Week, when the “acts of Monday,” the “acts 
of Tuesday,” and so on, are reviewed, with Easter as 
a glorious climax. The celebration of love feasts is 
another ‘interesting characteristic of this people, and 
follows the custom of the early church in meeting to- 
gether for prayer, praise, and the partaking of a sim- 
ple meal. Music, the singing of hymns, and the play- 
ing of musical instruments and the giving of chorals, 
is of great importance in the lives of Moravians. 

On Saturday I attended a love feast. I drove to 
within a thousand feet of the old home church, built 
of red brick. There was a clock in the gabled roof 
beneath the belfry. I walked a path lined with grace- 
ful young poplars. The grass was like the softest 
green velour carpet. The people looked — all of them — 
good and glad and gracious. You felt as though every- 
body loved everybody. 

Passing through the small church door I instantly 
felt the friendliness; I felt that I “belonged.” The 
organist was playing Jarnefelt’s “Berceuse” which he 
followed with other selections, ending with “There Is 
a Green Hill Gar Away.” He was accompanied by, 
—or perhaps ~ should say that ke accompanied the 
harpist and violinists. A young soloist sang thrill- 
ingly Knapp’s “Open the Gates of the Temple.” 

During the. musical program Moravian women 
passed through the congregation with baskets of sugar 
buns and heavy mugs filled with coffee. At a sign 
from the bishop, together we broke bread, together 
we drank our coffee, and together sat and listened to 
the closing anthem which was Stair’s “These Are 
They Which. Came Out of Great Tribulation.” 

Reluctantly we left the church. Every one seemed 
inclined to tarry. The bustle and rush of New York 
City ‘seemed a million miles away instead of fifteen 
hundred, I was al? alone, but felt supremely “at home.” 


|’ WAS Good te afternoon, just after lunch,

I knew only my hostess, and had met her only the pre- 
ceding day, but somehow all these people seemed to 
be my, friends. Even the grown-ups looked at me and 
smiled in a, most friendly way. 

On returning to the hotel I -asked what time I 
should get to the church for the sunrise service on 
Easter morning. The clerk told me I ought to get 
there by four-fifteen if I wanted to get at all near. 
The service begins at five o’clock Easter morning. 

Well I remember when, as a child, I lay awake, 
waiting for Christmas morning, but it was as nothing 
compared with the eagerness with which I lay awake 
and finally fell asleep, waiting for the telephone opera- 
tor to tell me it was three-thirty and time.to dress. I 
need not have worried, however, for at two-thirty, 
softly stealing through my sleep, came the sound- of 
a street band playing a beautiful melody to which I 
had listened during the love feast. (These bands go 
about the city, waking the people. Every Moravian 
boy, by the time he is twelve, is required to play at 
least one musical instrument, and these bands are made 
up largely of Moravian boys.) 

I dressed rapidly and went downstairs. The mez- 
zanine and lobby were filled with people who had come 
to Winston-Salem for the celebration and were wait- 
ing for four o’clock when the hotel serves sugar buns 
and coffee to all who come. I had been told, however, 
that it was better to go in advance of the crowd, so 
I slipped out and went to a near-by restaurant where 
I had this same regulation Moravian breakfast. 

Above hung a silver-gold moon, still more than 
three-quarters full, A bright, glowing star hung low 
in the east, as long ago a star shone in Syria, “lighting 
wise men on their road.” The streets teemed with 
people, happy people, most of them, with shining faces 
as though they knew some happy secret. I decided to 
walk. It was three-quarters of a mile. Many were 
like-minded. The streets were filled with people, and 
literally every foot of parking space was filled. Some 
peope Catne in their cars at night and had slept in them 
until time to go to the services. : 

Slipping away from the crowd, I .walked through a 
boulevard-like road on the west side of the great 
Moravian cemetery, a road between sixty to seventy 
feet wide with a gravel center. On either: side was a 
strip of grass, perhaps fifteen to twenty feet wide. 
Set out all along the way, .at intervals of about fifty 
feet, are magnificent poplars. Overhead the moon 
shone. On either side of the road bright electric 
lights burned, 

As I passed the first gate into the cemetery, I read 
the inscription thereon: “Because I live ye shall live 
also.” <A bit farther, on another white gate, this in- 
scription met my gaze: “Blessed are the dead that die 
in the Lord.” A third gate, glistening white in the 
moonlight, bore this message: “I know that my Re- 
deemer liveth,” and a fourth, just these four -words: 
“Till the day break.” 

Without knowing it, I had walked through, the way 

intended for members only, and when I reached the 
end of the path I was stopped by an usher. I explained 
that I had not known, and said that I was a member 
of the faculty and staff group at the Biblical Sem- 
inary in New York, whereupon he took me into the 
Sunday-school room where I sat with the children 
until time for the service to begin. 
_ As I walked up the path I saw, in the shadows on 
the lawn, a crowd gathéred. Very dimly one could 
see faces. Thousands were standing there, ——some had 
been standing for hours. 

At five minutes to five, we who were in the church 
arose and marched four abreast out of the church, 
The blackness of the hour when I had left the hotel 
was gone, and, though the sky was still dark, I could 
discern the delicate tracery of boughs and branches 
of the trees. People spoke in joyous whispers. At 
one minute to five the way was flooded with a power- 
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ful electric light focused on the door of the old home 
church. Sudden silence fell. 

Five o’clock, and the door opened, bells pealed forth 
from the steeple, and in triumphant notes Bishop 


. Rondthaler, bishop of the Southern Moravian Church 


and over eighty years of age, stepped through the door- 
way, his face alight with joy, while, lifting his hands 
he said: “The Lord is risen; the Lord is risen indeed. 
This I verily believe.” 

We sang; the six brass bands played antiphonally, 
The bishop, having made this announcement for the 
forty-eighth time, read the creed of the church. The 
people joined in the amens. 

Darkness lifted. At a word from the bishop we 
proceeded to the cemetery — thirty-five thousand of 
us, they say — walking four: abreast, the most quiet, 


- orderly, reverent group of people I ever saw. The bands 


were stationed along the boulevard along which I had 
passed on my way to the church, and two were in 
far corners of the churchyard. First I would hear them 
behind me, then in front of me, then far off toward 
the brightening east. The melody was the same; 
clear, sweet, triumphant, and thrilling: 


Death cannot keep his prey=— — 
Jesus my Saviour! 

He tore the bars away — 
Jesus my Lord! 


It took more than a half hour to assemble the peo- 
ple. Then as the band played “Nearer, My God, to 
Thee,” every hat went off. Then the bishop read the 
second half of the Easter litany which was interspersed 
with hymns. 

In the east the sun slipped up, a great red ball. 
The moon, no longer needed, paled, but tarried yet 
a while to view the scene. Higher and higher rose 
the sun, flooding all the world with glory. It touched 
the big horns of the players with dazzling brightness ; 
it reflected on the windows to the west of us until they 
shone like molten gold. The graves, all decorated for 


the great day, glistened white in the sunlight, All six 
bands pealed forth the Easter message. 
What was this the bishop was saying? “Because 


I live, ye shall live also. And whosoever liveth and 
believeth in me shall never die.” The benediction 
was pronounced, the crowd, joyous, though quiet, 
wound its way out of the cemetery, taking its way 
back again into the world of men, knowing, beyond a 
peradventure, that “he lives, the Great Redeemer lives,” 
and “because he lives, we shall live also.”

Organizing a Junior Department 
What officers are needed and what their duties are 
By Jennie E. Stewart 


VERY Junior Department having its own assem- 
bly should have the following officers. 

A superintendent who is the head of the depart- 
ment, heads all department plans, presides over the 
assembly and worship period (except in rare in- 
stances), supervises the teaching force, and so on. 

He should have a secretary to look after the en- 
rollment and weekly records, and to take down pro- 
ceedings of the monthly or weekly officers’ and 
teachers’ meetings. 

If the department is large, over forty members, the 
secretary will need two assistants: a treasurer to col- 
lect the envelopes and take charge of the money and 
keep a record of it, and a librarian to look after the 
supplies, receive them at the beginning of the Quar- 
ter, lay them out in piles according to classes, see that 
they are properly distributed, that each teacher has_a 
class book, enrollment cards, record cards, and the like. 
The librarian also sees to the distribution of the story 
papers each Sunday. These two, working together and 
conferring with class teachers, should make out the 
list of supplies needed for the coming Quarter at 
least eight weeks before they are needed. 

The superintendent, unless he himself is a good song 
leader, will-need a song leader who can carry the chil- 
dren’s voices along in perfect time, and make the song 
service one of real worship and inspiration. A pianist 
is also a necessity if there is an instrument. The sec- 
retary cannot do this, for. her time is taken up attend- 
ing to the records before the classes go to their places, 
meeting all new pupils and getting data from them, 
as well as welcoming absentees who may have come 
back. ‘The assistant superintendent or a teacher may 
be the pianist if the department is limited as to help, 
but if possible let all the teachers sit with their classes, 
and have some one for the piano who has no other 
work in the department. J, - 

If the department is large, the assistant superin- 
tendent will need to be a real officer and not just a 
substitute with nothing to do except in the absence of 
the regular superintendent. She should be at the door 
‘to greet late comers and new pupils, and to°direct the 
latter to the secretary’s desk. She should be on hand 
-to welcome visitors and to pilot them about with as 
little disturbance as possible. On the first Sunday of 
the Quarter she emay assist the librarian to get the 
‘supplies distributed in the shortest possible time. She 
may, in emergencies, substitute now and then for a

teacher or for any other officer of the department, 
She should help with programs, and be present at all 
council meetings. 

Some of the teachers may be called upon now and 
then to substitute for one of these officers in their ab- 
sence. Pupils can be taught to be glad to offer their 
teacher on such occasions. It is best for all concerned, 
if teachers are asked to substitute for officers now and 
then, that they be appointed as regular substitutes. 
For instance, one teacher sings well and may be as- 
sistant song leader. He knows that, when the real 
leader is absent, it is his task to substitute. Another 
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plays: he may be used as a substitute for that place. 
ut for other officers, it is best that the assistant 
superintendent substitute. Or the treasurer may take 
the secretary’s place, the secretary the treasurer’s, the 
librarian may take either place in an emergency, and 
so on. ‘These ofticers should study each other’s offices 
enough, so that they can fill them acceptably, if neces- 
sary. 

With such an arrangement, the department should 
run smoothly, even though some officer or teacher 
might be on vacation nearly every week in the year.

The Lesson as a Whole 


By J. Russell Howden . 


Verse by Verse 
Mee: as 16: 13.—Ccesarea Philippi. The first 

name was given to the city in honor of the 

Emperor. The second fn honor of the prince 
who buit it. There had been an earlier town on the 
same site. This bore the name of Paneas, or Banias, 
probably in honor of the heathen deity Pan. The town 
stood in a lovely situation just where the Jordan issues 
{rom the slopes of Hermon. 

Philip was the best of Herod’s sons, a benign prince 
of simple manners. His mother was Cleopatra, a 
woman of Jerusalem. He had been educated at Rome, 
as were his half brothers. But he was distinguished 
from them by the absence of ambition, or cruelty, or 
lust. He was married only once, to Salome the daugh- 
ter of Herodias, and he had no children. After his 
father’s death he received the title of Tetrarch. His 
territory consisted of Iturea and Trachonitis (Luke 3: 
1), that is, the district to the north and east of the 
Sea of Galilee. Its revenues were reckoned at a 
hundred talents. Philip began to reign 4 B. C. and 
died A. D. 34 

Overiooking the city was a gorgeous marble temple 
dedicated to the Emperor Augustus. For the beauty 
and fertility of the district compare Judges 18:9, 10. 

He asked his disciples. Luke 9: 18 tells us that this 
question was put just after the Lord had been spend- 
ing some time in. prayer. He had been seeking and 
finding a revelation of the Father’s will. His public 
labors have now almost come to a close. The question 
is not to be regarded so much as a seeking for infor- 
mation for himself, “for he . . . knew .what was in 
man” (John 2:25), but rather to provoke his disciples 
to weigh for themselves the results of the three years’ 
ministry. And this, in order first, that he might chal- 
lenge their own faith for a decision, and second, that 
he might begin to prepare them for what lay ahead. 
And for all this, the well beloved Son sought first 
of all the approval of his Father. 

The Son of man. The phrase is taken over from 
Daniel 7: 13 where it clearly has a Messianic signifi- 
cance. It was the phrase by which habitually the 
Lord Jesus seems to have referred to himself. The 
title expressed his Messianic consciousness in three 
directions. It announced a Messiah (1) appointed 
to suffer, (2) richly endowed with human sympathy, 
(3) destined to pass through suffering to glory. The 
title emphasizes the humanity of Christ; yet at the 
same time it half reveals his deity, for he is not the 
son of a man, but the Son of man, 

Verse 14.—Some say. Spiritism or transmigration 
of souls seems to some folks to-be easier to believe 
than the Incarnation. 

Verse 15.--WWho say ve? 
involyed in discipleship. 

Verse 16.—Thou art the Christ, the Son of the liv- 
ing God, ‘This confession -not only .recognized in 
the promised Messiah, but recognizes in that 

essiah the divine nature. It was this claim that 
brought the Lord Jesus to the cross. 

Verse 17—Bar is Aramaic for son. It is the equiv- 
alent of the Hebrew “ben.” Flesh and blood. The 
recognition came not merely tlirough materia! test or 
the exercise of Peter’s human judgment, but by the 
witness of the Holy Spirit. 

Verse 18—Rock. Note the play upon the words. 
“Thou art Peter, and upon this petra I will build.” 
It cannot be questioned but that some connection be- 
tween the two words was intended by our Lord. On 
the other hand, we are not to regard petra as simply 
equivalent to Petros. The rock is the central doc- 
trine of the Church, the Godhead of its Lord. And 
Peter is named in connection with that because to 
him, first of all, was granted the spiritual insight to 
discern and the courage to confess this truth. It was 
therefore his privilege to be the first “scribe ... in- 
structed unto the kingdom of heaven” -(Matt. 13: 52). 
And to Peter as such the blessing is addressed. 

Upon the terms of this blessing have been made to 
rest the enormous pretensions of the Roman pontiff. 
It is therefore necessary to bear in mind the following: 

1. It was to Peter as: making the great confession 
that the words were spoken. Immediately afterward 
the Lord rebukes him in scathing terms. If it be 
correct to apply verse 18 to the Pope, it is just as 
logical to apply verse 23. 

2. The words must be taken in reference to other 
passages of Scripture. The Church is built on the foun- 
dation of the apostles and prophets (representing New 
and Old Testaments) (Eph. 2:20) and on Christ 
himself (2 Cor, 3:11).

3. Historically, Peter did not prove to be an infallible 
repository of truth. He was rebuked by Paul (Gal. 
2:11). Nor did Peter hold any primacy among the 
cleven. It was James, not Peter, who presided at the 
Council in Jerusalem (Acts 15: 13). 

4. Further, even if Peter had had precedence over 
the other apostles, which he had not, and if he had 
been a bishop of Rome, of which there is no historical 
evidence, there is no proof that he had the right to 
transmit such primacy to his successors. 

5. Note, too, that never, either in his reported ad- 
dresses, or: in his writings, does Peter claim any such 
superiority. 

Gates of Hades, i. e., the organized power of Hades. 
The gate of-a city was the place where official busi- 
ness was transacted (cf. Ruth 4:1). Hades, the un- 
seen world of the dead. Here it is evidently used as 
a synonym for the kingdom of the Devil. The Church 
is indestructible, either by hostility or decay. 

Verse 19.—That the power of the keys, as it has 
been called, does not include the destiny of the soul 
is clear from Revelation 1:18 The kingdom of 
Heaven is the earthly sphere of the universal king- 
dom of God. The kingdom. of Heaven will-be set up 
in outward form on the earth when the Lord Jesus 
shall return to reign in glory. This kingdom will 
merge into the kingdom of God at a yet more dis- 
tant future (1 Cor. 15:28). The kingdom of Heaven 
during this age is the sphere of a profession which 
may be real or false. See the seven parables of the 
kingdom (Matt. 13). The keys are the means by 
which the way into the kingdom is opened. Reference 
to the Acts shows that these keys were wielded through 
the preaching of Peter and the ctuers. Through such 
human instrumentality “God .. . opened a door of faith 
unto the Gentiles” (Acts 14:27). 

Whatsoever thou shalt bind on earth shall be bound 
in heaven. To bind (cf. 23: 4)°is to impose an obli- 
gation as binding. To loose is to ccclare a precept not 
binding. These were common terms in the rabbinical: 
schools. Observe, too, that the reference is to things, 
not persons. Doctrine and duty are in view, 
not the forgiveness of sins. Authority here is legis- 
lative, not judicial. For a good illustration of the 
exercise of this legislative authority study the de- 
cision of the Jerusalem Council pronounced by James 
(Acts 15: 19). 

Verse 21.—From that time. This emphatic phrase 
occurs also in 4:17. It-there marks the beginning of 
the Lord’s public ministry. Here it marks the time 
when he began to turn from the more public ministry 
to devote himself to the instruction and preparation of 





—the twelve. Note the vivid contrast between this an- 
nouncement and what has gone before. 

_Verse 22.—Peter’s daring rebuke was prompted by 
his love. But it showed clearly that he did not really 
recognize the Lord Jesus as the Christ of God. He 
was still thinking of .him in terms of our common hu- 
manity. 

Verse 23—A stumbling-block. It was the third 
temptation coming over: again, this time not through 
the lips of the Devil, but of a friend. 


Verse 24.—The great rule of the kingdom, — deny 


himself. This is more than self-denial. Self-denial , 


means the going without something usually for a time 

only in order that one may gain something better. To 

deny oneself is to say “No” to oneself, and “Yes” 

to every command and demand of the Lord Jesus. 
DevotionaAL READING — Psalm 34: 1-8. 


Psalm 34: title—Changed his behavior, Translate 
“feigned madness,” as given in margin. Abimelech, 
—called Achish (1 Sam. 21:12). Abimelech was 
probably a royal title, Achish the king’s proper name. 

Verse 1.—At all times. Mr. Bradford, the martyr, 
speaking of Queen Mary, at whose cruel mercy he 
then lay, said, “If the Queen be pleased to release me 
I will thank her. If she will imprison me I will thank 
her. If she will burn me I will thank her.” This is 
the language of faith. Not complaint but praise at 
all times. 

Verse 2.—The meek. ‘Those who are wholly sur- 
rendered to God’s will and who have learned to say 
“No” to themselves (Matt. 16:24). Meekness is not 
feebleness, but fortitude. Every ~brave, God-fearing 
heart rejoices in the good of every other such. This 
is part of the communion of saints. 

Vetse 8.—Taste and see. Personal experience and 
proof are urged. We can never really be secondhand 
Christians. We cannot be saved by the faith of other 
people, however near and dear to us,

gh... report of the disciples as to the opinions of 
men about Jesus reveals that men were not agreed 
concerning ‘him, but it reveals also that the opinion 
ef the common people was far more favorable than 
any opinion expressed, save in rare instances, by the 
rulers of the people. The latter contemptuously re- 
garded him as a friend of publicans and -sinners, and 
worse, The mass of the people were thinking of hinr in 
terms of their prophets —a reincarnation of men whom 
they regarded as sent of God. But Peter responded to 
the’ Master’s inquiry with an inspired answer that 
not only gave Christ a higher ranking -from the Jew- 
ish viewpoint in making him the anointed One whom 


Israel anticipated as her Messiah, but also gave him 


unmistakable divine honor as “Son of.the living God.” 
And it is noteworthy that the Lord not only accepted 
this designation -but pronounced blessing upon Peter 
for having made it. 

In strange contrast with this acceptance of Peter’s 
unusual homage and the Master’s assumption of the 
right to impart a power the exercise of which would 
be binding even in Heaven comes the startling decla- 
ration of his death, and the equally startling but com- 
pefisating declaration that it would -be followed shortly 
by his resurrection. No wonder his disciples could not 
grasp it, even though they had had intimations of it be- 
fore. But there is no more striking contrast in all 
the Word of God than that between the words with 
which Jesus met Peter’s confession and those with 
which he replied to Peter’s impetuous attempt to re- 
strain him from submitting to death. Peter was not 
conscious that he was presenting to his Lord the iden- 
tical temptation to avoid the cross which Satan had 
presented to him in the wilderness. He could believe 
that his Master was entirely worthy of even. divine 
honor, but how could he reconcile himself to the be- 
lief that it was right for the One whom he loved so 
tenderfy and whom he knew deserved only good to die? 
In the glimpse of the darkness of his Master’s death 
he did not note the resurrection gleam, and what to 
us is the marvel of our Lord’s sacrificial atonement 
appeared to him doubtless as the murder of his dear- 
est friend. It required the fact of the resurrection to 
—— the dark enigma that followed the great con- 
ession,

does he mean by that?” I asked. “I cannot tell you,” 
said the girl. ‘That ,is the way with all “Egyptian” 
opinions in colleges and out of them, when those opin- 
ions differ from Peter’s confession. No one knows 
what they are driving at. When we say with Peter 
“Thou art the Christ, the Son of the living God,” we 
know what we are talking about and so doés every- 
body else (Hos. 6:3; 1 John 2:23). I have a friend 
who is the head of one of the largest corporations in 
the country. He built it up himself, and is a man of 
intelligence and force. He is also “way up” in one 
of the modern cults that has attracted some people. I 
said .to him one day, “I wish you would explain this 
thing to me. I have read some of your literature, and 
outside the preface of one of your textbooks I cannot 
make head nor tail out of your religion.” He “ex- 
plained” for over an hour and when he finished I was 
no wiser than when he began. But even a child can 
understand this simple statement of Peter. Those who 
make the same confession have no illusions nor do 
they fly off at a tangent at some new brand of “re- 
ligion.” ‘ 

Church Folks.—I also say unto thee, that thou art 
Peter, and upon this rock I will build my church (v. 
18). The sonship of Jesus is not only a rock to build 
upon but it is a rock to anchor to and a rock to hide 
in. Neither Peter, nor any of his “successors” at 
Rome, nor any other mere man, has been anything to 
brag about as a foundation for even less important 


‘institations than the Church. The foundation of any 


enduring structure, material or spiritual, must be some- 
thing that cannot crack or give way. The best of hu- 
man stuff is failing all the time (Rom. 3:12, 23). 
Wells in his “Outline of History” says that while 
the two rival popes (upon which the church is founded 
as St. Peter’s successors?) were contending for tem- 
poral power, the Mongol rulers away off there where 
China is sent.a commission to Rome to inquire about 
the Christian religion. They wanted the church to 
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send missionaries to teach the Mongolian people the 
Christian religion. The popes were too busy “scrap- 
ping,” and nothing was done. The commission got 
disgusted and returned home. Their visit started 
Marco Polo on his travels out there. He wrote the 
account that stirred up Christopher Columbus. Wells 
seems to think that had Peter’s successors been at- 
tending strictly to the Master’s business and -had let 
politics alone, China and all.that far Eastern land over- 
run by the virile and able Mongols would have been 
Christian today. The world would .have been nearer 
prepared for Christ’s coming. You see what poor 
stuff to build a church upon was this Peter founda- 
tion. Yet what a splendid foundation is Peter's con- 
fession. No. explaining or arguing required for that 
any more than when her majesty says, “He is my hus- 
band,” and I say, “Isabel is my daughter, and those 
wild injuns racing about the yard whooping and yell- 
ing and disturbing the neighbors are my grandchil- 
dren.” “Who are those live kids?” “They are the 
Ridgway’s gang.” “Who is that Other you love?” 
“That is Jesus, God’s only begotten Son, who died 
for me.” That is why we are “church folks.” 


Peter and “Us.”—And said unto Peter, Get thee be- 
hind me, Satan: thou art a stumbling-block unto me 
(v. 23). The writer of this “Corner” has been liv- 
ing in Coatesville a year or two in two centuries, and 
he has never heard of anyone’s stubbing his toe upon 
a “foundation.” All we old Midway ragamuffins bear 
upon our feet to this day the marks of the barefoot 
days when stone bruises and stubbed toes were a regu- 
lar summer accompaniment. But there is not a house 
in town that can claim to be built upon Midway blood. 
The roads to the swimmin’ holes may still have some 
boyish blood among their dust — but never a founda- 
tion. Get the point? Poor old Simon Straightway 
(remember last week’s lesson) was always getting in 
bad and having to be called down. Do you remember 
that other time when the Master coupled Peter wp with 
Satan? “Simon, Simon, behold, Satan hath desired 
to have you, that he may sift you as wheat” (Luke 
22:31). Then he added, “But I have prayed for thee.” 
Some fellow, this Peter, but oh, how Jesus loved him 
in spite of his glaring faults! Just such a fellow as 
the most of us. You and I would be something nice 
to build a church upon, now, wouldn’t we? The “gates 
of hell’ allude to the satanic army that might play 
havoc with us as the said “gates” have done with 
other men. But when you and I and the Church are 
founded on Jesus Christ and our confession in him, 
the gates of hell are as impotent as the wire gates of 
the schoolyard against the boiler plate gates of the 
penitentiary. Lots of folks we all know make the 
great mistake of getting the idea that the Church is 
founded upon mere men. Théy get “mad” at the 
preacher or some officer and quit, just as though these 
poor humans were the Church. As Dan Crawford's 
African would say, “Wants to kick out the fire be- 
cause one faggot threw smoke in his throat.” “Wants 
to cut down a whole forest because one branch swiped 
his eye.”

dase in this day of entire frankness 
_among young people, even on personal 
subjects, there yet remains a strong feeling 

inst any confession-by-word-of-mouth 
of one’s personal religion, If your girls 
are as frank with you as’ among them- 
selves, they will tell you so— that others 
think it “sort of goody-goody,” or even 
hypocritical, to, talk about one’s religion. 
Most young people resent hotly the pub- 
lic appeal to answer “propositions” of 
even the fairest kind in open meetings. 
So we have a lesson this week that goes 
against the natural grain of youth as do 


so many lessons from God’s Word (Rom. | 


8: 5-8). 

Recognize, in your own thinking, this 
difficulty, but do not stir it up by discus- 
sion of it with your girls. Rather pre- 
sent this lesson as another we can all 
learn from Peter’s experience, the posi- 
tive inference from which is that there 
comes a time when loyalty demands that 
we (any and all of Christ’s followers) 
must speak openly of our faith in him. 
Loyalty is a popular virtue with girls. 
You will have gone far toward overcom- 
ing their prejudice when you convince 
them of Peter’s loyalty- in his open dec- 
laration of faith in Jesus as the Son of 

1. The time for such personal testi- 
mony? When the call comes, as it came 
to Peter that day when Jesus himself 
asked, “But whom say ye that Iam?” It had 
been much easier to answer his first ques- 
tion. It is always easier to discuss a ques- 


. tion of religion in relation to others than 


to declare just what we ourselves believe 
about it. What would your girls think 
of Peter had he kept a cowardly silence 
that day, especially in view of all he had 
been privileged to see: Jesus do? If one 
of your girls hasbeen so blessed, she must 
speak of him when her “call” comes from 
him to do so. 


2. But there is only one effective way 
to give such testimony: directly, unequiv- 
ocally, positively. Had Peter hedged and 
debated that day, he would have lost his 
chance to make the climax declaration of 
faith that preceded the resurrection. He 
neither “thought,” nor “inferred,” nor 
“supposed,” he did not even further ques- 
tion, “Lord, are we right in judging?” 
He simply declared his own conviction, in 
brief words that have come ringing down 
the centuries to strengthen the faith of all 
men in Him who is the Son of God. 


3. Notice that he made his confession 
— was called on by Jesus himself to do 
it —in the. company of his intimate. com- 
panions, perhaps the very hardest place in 
the world to do this thing. Any girl 
will admit that it would be easier to speak 
of her faith in Jesus Christ among com- 
parative strangers than to her own “set” 
of daily companions. Asked why, she

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 


Beginning: The gates of hell. 

Discussion: Let the fellows talk freely 
about the temptations they have to meet 
—then show how Jesus proposes to see 
them through and upon what conditions. 

Objective: Keeping close to Jesus. 











AY, fellows, our Lord spoke to Peter 
about the “gates of hell.” There is 
something terrible and awe inspiring in 
the figure. It brings to mind massive, 
death dealing engines of war. The pon- 
derous gates of brass which protected the 


penetrable. The gates of hell are trap 
gates. They are “one way” gates — they 
enclose but never disgorge. They open 
wide to draw in their victims, but the 
opening furnishes no way of escape for 
those inside. This is just one way to ex- 
press the power and purpose of Satan. 
Peter had a very vivid picture of him. 
In one of his Epistles Peter speaks of 
him as “your adversary the devil, as a 
roaring lion, walketh about, seeking whom 
he may devour” (1 Pet. 5:8), therefore 
he says: “Be sober, be vigilant.” Jesus 
told Peter that the gates of hell should 
not prevail against —something. What 
was that something? His Church. The 
Church of Jesus Christ —his own body. 
(Read right here Rom. 12:4, 5; 1 Cor. 
12: 12-23; Eph. 5:23, 30; Col. 1: 18.) 

Now, fellows, whatever threatens the 
body of Christ, which is the Church, just 
as surely threatens the individual mem- 
ber—and that’s you and I. In fact, 
Satan cannot attack the Church except 
through the individual members. He used 
that method even in the presence of Jesus. 
He made a personal attack on Jesus 
(Matt. 4¢1-11). See how audacious he 
is! Then he got into Peter to make an 
assault through a subtle suggestion (Matt. 
16:22, 23), but Jesus recognized and re- 
buked and repulsed him. 

So here we have Satan, the arch en- 
emy of our souls, in the terrible guises 
of the gates of hell, or of a roaring lion, 
or cunningly speaking through the lips 
of a friend. In any event he must be 
reckoned with. and overcome, and Jesus 
has given to us the only way to do it. 
Jesus himself is, the solution — Jesus the 
Son of God, Jesus the power of God, 
Jesus himself God! 

The gates of hell cannot prevail against 
Jesus. ~-They cannot prevail against 
any fellow who believes Jesus to be what 
he claims in his Word to be, and trusts 
in his power as the very power of God. 

Now, fellows, you are up against the 
gates of hell every day. Those gates 
are strong and wide and terrible. They 
do not always look dangerous. They are 
disguised in many tempting and alluring 
ways. But the hooks are in them. Throw 
around your day each morning the sure 
defense. Get on your knees befote you 
leave your room and look up into Jesus’ 
face and say: “Lord. Jesus, thou art 
the Christ, the Son of God, my Saviour. 
Help me to live a clean life this day. 
Help me so to live and bear my testimony 
as a Christian that the gates of hell shall 
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thing to do, fellows, but our Lord has 
promised to honor a prayer like that, and 
he never goes back on his promise, 

And don’t forget Peter. Even after 
he had said that wonderful thing — that 
statement with so much power in it— 
even after that, the gates of hell nearly 
got Peter. Out there by the fire, among 
the enemies of Jesus. Peter warmed him- 
self (Matt. 26: 60-75), and so far forgot 
his Lord’s power that he cursed and de- 
nied him. He had followed too far off, 
If he had kept close to Jesus, he doubt- 
less would not have been so weak, The 
yawning gates nearly sucked him in. Fel- 
lows, we must stay close up and keep our 
eyes upon Christ. Then we won't fail, 
Then we will win out,

6. We can but think it was not, knowing the 
nature of Peter, the result of his trial, and 
the rebuke of the Lord. It should be noted, 
however, that the Lord did not seem to re- 
buke his request. 


7. “Lord, if it be thou, bid me come,” said 
Peter; and Jesus answered, “Come,” to give 
Peter proof through experience of his word 
of assurance, “It is I; be not afraid’? —or, in 
other words, “Where I am, with me, you 
need never fear.” 


8 That his faith had not yet become rock- 
like. 


9. The marginal reading of Matthew 14: 
goa, American Standard Version, is ‘strong 
wind.” When Peter saw the strong wind 
rather than his strong Lord, he began to sink 
in the waters. The trouble began within, 
when Peter looked at his .difficulty instead 
of the strength at his disposal. 

10. Not “Why did you sink?” but “Why did 
you doubt?” 

11. “And. immediately Jesus stretched forth 
his hand” . .. as so often that hand touched 
with healing or full understanding those in 
need. 


12. Peter was saved from drowning, but the 
faith of all in that boat reached full declara- 


’ tion — “they that were in the boat worshipped 


him, saying, Of a truth thou art the -Son 
of God.” 

13. It was a crisis that showed, just as did 
his denial, that he overestimated himself, 
either in his supposed strength, or in the 
degree to which he would rely upon Christ 
for strength.

Dear Mother Ruth: About a year ago I 
lost everything in the world that was worth 
while to me: home, parents, money. Be- 
fore that I had, I thought, wonderful faith. 

I thought 
prayer and everything were useless. I con- 
templated taking my life. I didn’t even go 
to church any more, 

For the past few months, I have just suf- 
fered the tortures of the damned; I’ve been 
so miserable. I cry day and night and brood 
over my sins. so that it is fast affecting my 
mind. I cry and cry for forgiveness, yet I 
don’t get peace in my soul. I loathe myself. 
I am_beside myself with grief for the sins 
I’ve committed. Oh, how I want the Lord 
in my life. I have nothing else, and there is 
my whole heart for the Lord. I pray and 
pray that he will take my life; I’ve conse- 
crated myself anew to him; I’ve pleaded for 
mefcy and forgiveness. I feel that if the Lord 
will forgive me and-take me back to him- 
self, I’ll never ask for anything again.

incident to Christ’s career on earth, ... 
An essential requisite for a sign is that it 
should be seen. Circumstances favored the 
witnessing of this: the sepulcher lay just 
outside the wall, and multitudes would 
throng to it as soon as the rumor spread 
that the body of Jesus of Nazareth had 
been taken from the tomb. ... The clothes 
may have remained lying on the slab for 
some time undisturbed, for the Jews were 
slow to meddle with what had pertained 
to a corpse. Hence this Sign may have 
been beheld by many. ... He (the Lord) 
left & Sign, which was well fitted to 
break up the ground for the reception of 
the apostles’ words; and it helps to make 
the early success of their preaching more 
intelligible if we suppose that there was 
a nucleus of people who had been set 


tomb. 

“The verse in Matthew, ‘Come, see the 
place where the Lord lay,’ 
the words in Mark, ‘Behold the place 
where they laid him.’ These verses give 
me the idea that there must have been 
something to show.” 

I trust that this interpretation of the 
mute but convincing testimony of the 
grave clothes to the miracle of the resur- 
rection of the body of Jesus Christ, which 
has -been so widely accepted and wel- 
comed by devout Christians, will seem le- 
gitimate and Scriptural to those to whom 
it may be new. I am strongly opposed to 
interjecting into the Scriptures anything 
that is not there; but I believe that it is 
the Scriptures themselves that give us this 
understanding of the testimony of the 
grave clothes of our Lord.

But why was it necessary for God to 
provide such a plan for the Christian? 
In his book, “What Is the Gospel?” (The 
Sunday School Times Co., Philadelphia, 
75 cents, postage 5 cents), Mr. Charles 
G. Trumbull makes plain the answer to 
this question. He uses the illustration of 
a man lying in the gutter, his veins opened 
and the lifeblood gone. You might of- 
fer him all sorts of good advice about 
getting up and continuing on his way. 
You might urge upon him the shame of 
lying in the gutter, and the necessity of 
getting up and being’ of some use in the 
community. You might even plead with 
him to consider his wife or his children, 
but all of your exhortations would be 
useless. The only thing that could en- 
able the man to get up and follow your 
advice would be to have new life put into 
his body, and he could not do one single 
thing of himself to bring that about. 

Our Scripture lesson and many other 
portions of the Word tell us that natural 
or umregenerate man is in exactly the 
same dilemma as that of the dead man ly- 
ing in the gutter (Eph. 2:1). And the 
Bible nowhere teaches that unregenerate 
man, dead in trespasses and sin can do 
anything to gain new life. But the glo- 
rious Good News is that what man could 
not do for himself, God has done for 
him through the Lord Jesus Christ (Eph. 
2:5), that we, and all who believe on 
Christ, although we were dead, God has 
quickened or made alive together with 
Christ, e 


Truly, indeed, we have cause for rejoic- 
ing as we think especially today of the 
resurrection of the Lord Jesus from the 
dead, when we remember that not only is 
his resurrection an earnest or pledge of 
the resurrection of these physical bodies 
of ours, but it is a demonstration of the 
very power that God used to bring us 
from spiritual death into life, through be- 
lief on the Lord Jesus Christ. 


we 

But here again God does not leave us 
to our own rescurces, merely giving us 
spiritual life. To every one who believes 
on the Lord Jesus Christ he gives the 
gift of the Holy Spirit to abide forever, 
and to make real in the heart and life 
the living presence of the Lord Jesus. So 
we find Paul in his letter ta the Ephesians 
telling them that he is praying that the 
eyes of their spiritual understanding 
might be enlightened, and that they might 
know the hope of Christ’s calling and the 
riches of the glory of his inheritance, 
and what is the exceeding greatness of 
his power toward them who believe ac- 
cording to the working of his mighty 
power “which he wrought in Christ, when 
he raised him from the dead, and set him 
at his. own right hand in the heavenly 
places” (Eph. 1: 18-20). 

The great apostle not only urged upon 


} others the recognition of this great fact 


of God’s resurrection power in the life, 
but knew his own need of it, for we re- 
member how in Romans 7, having found 
it impossible to live in his own strength 
as God would have him live, he cried out 
for deliverance, and then, in the eighth 
chapter, uttered that triumphant note of 
thanksgiving for God’s provision in Christ 
Jesus. In his Epistle to the Philippians, 
too, we find Paul saying, “But what things 
were gain to me, those I counted loss 
for Christ. Yea doubtless, and I count 
all things but loss for the excellency of 
the knowledge of Christ Jesus my Lord: 
for whom I have suffered the loss of all 
things, and do count them but dung, that 
I may win Christ, and be found in him, 
not having mine own righteousness, which 
is of the law, but that which is through 
the faith of Christ, the righteousness 
which is of God by faith: that I may 
know him, and the power of his resur- 
rection, and the fellowship of his suffer- 
ings, being made conformable unto his 
death” (Phil. 3: 8-10).

What then is God’s Word to us in face 
of these marvelous facts of his provision? 
hey are simply “Likewise reckon ye 
also yourselves to be dead indeed unto 
sin, but alive unto God through Jesus 
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Christ our Lord. Let not sin therefore 
reign im your mortal body, that ye-should 
obey it in the lusts thereof. Neither yield 
ye your members as instruments of. un- 
righteousness unto sin: but yield your- 
selves unto God, as those that are alive 
from the dead, and your members as in- 
struments of righteousness unto God” 
(Rom. 6: 11-13). 

As free will agents God permits us to 
refuse to admit the power of the Lord 
Jesus Christ into our lives. He calts 
upon us to yield all our faculties to him, 
but he will never force-us to do this.» We 
may willfully hold back from him any 
portion of these hearts of ours, but, in 
so doing, we not only hinder him, but 
we deprive ourselves of the fullest joy 
and happiness and usefulness. Shall we 
not ask him so to open our eyes to the 
marvelous opportunities that await us that 
we shall gladly and eagerly permit him 
to occupy and dominate every part of our 
being? Shall we not let his radiant res- 
urrection life shine forth unhindered?

What Comes After Death? By J. Al- 
vin Orr, M.A., D.D. (First United Pres- 
byterian Church, 815 Union Avenue, N. 
S., Pittsburgh, 50 cents.) A booklet on 
the subject of death and the future life, 
which gives no speculations of men but 
refers all our questions confidently to the 
Word of God, is refreshing in these days. 
For on these subjects one can find in 
print, outside the covers of the Bible, 
almost everything but the truth. Only 
the revelation of God is of any value 
here; and God has revealed the truth 
in great fullness concerning these mys- 
teries. Dr. Orr is pastor of the First 
United- Presbyterian Church of Allegheny 
(Pittsburgh), and devoted a recent series 
of Sunday evenings to sermons on this 
subject; there was such an urgent request 
for publication by those who heard them 
in the pulpit and broadcast by Station 
KDKA, East Pittsburgh, that they are 
now brought together and make an inval- 
uable booklet of seven chapters.

—An Opportunity 


| gee year brings to the Stony Brook 
School an increasing number of re- 
quests for scholarships for boys of lim- 
ited means. Practically all such requests 
are investigated, and, in certain instances, 
help is given, even to the extent of the 
full amount of tuition. However, because 
of the extreme difficulty in discriminating 
in cases of this kind, the School intends 
hereafter to try a new method of selec- 
tion, Beginning in June, 1927, there will 
be instituted a country-wide competition 
by examination. On the basis of this 
competition four full scholarships will 
be awarded to winning candidates. 
Candidates will be classed according 
to four geographical districts. Sons of 
foreign missionaries may compete as of 
the district in which their parents resided 
before going to the field. District. I— 
Long Island (where the School is 1lo- 
cated). District II—The Northern States 
east of the Mississippi. District III— 
The Southern States east of the Missis- 
sippi. District IV—Those States west of 
the Mississippi. 
There will be two kinds of scholarships 
— Class A and Class B, Class A schol- 
arships will be awarded to candidates who 
have had two years of high school work 
and will be renewed the second year the 
candidate is at Stony Brook, provided 
his record in the School warrants this 
action. These scholarships are worth 
$1,700 ($850 per year). Class B scholar- 


ships will be awarded to candidates who” 


have had three years of high school work 
and are for one year only, ceasing upon 
the graduation of the student. Their value 
is $850. In odd years (beginning with 
1927) Class A_ scholarships will be 
awarded in Districts I and III, Class B 
scholarships in Districts II and IV; in 
even years Class B scholarships will be 
awarded in Districts I and III, the Class 
A scholarships in Districts II and IV. 

General requirements include the pres- 
entation of unquestionable character ref- 
erences, of statements certifying to good 
health, freedom from any physical dis- 
ability, and proof that without the schol- 
arship it would be financially impossible 
for the candidate to attend the Stony 
Brook School. 

All examinations will be held during 
the week beginning June 13. Question 
papers will be made out by the faculty of 
the Stony Brook School and will be 
mailed to the schools attended by candi- 
dates, where examinations may be taken 
under the supervision of local teachers. 
Answer papers will be returned to Stony 
Brock for rating, and awards will be 
announced during the third week in July. 

Further information, including applica- 
tion forms, detailed academic require- 
ments, and so on, may be obtained from 
the Headmaster of the School, Frank E. 
Gaebelein, Stony Brook School, Stony 
Brook, N. Y. Prospective candidates are 
urged to apply at the earliest possible date, 
There is no cost for application.
